This  Robert  was  a  most  loyal  Gentleman  and  gallant  Officer,  and  served  his 
Majesty  King  Charles  I.  against  his  rebellious  Parliament.  He  defended  Carlisle  for 
a  considerable  time,  but  after  the  Battle  of  Naseby  it  was  surrendered  on  25th  J  une, 
1615.  It  was,  however,  again  taken  by  the  Royalists  in  1648,  and  when  the  Civil 
War  was  near  its  close,  the  City  was  surrendered  to  Oliver  Cromwell.
